On  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  the  Annual  Report  for  1939  is  in  the 
nature  of  an  interim  report. 

Apart  from  restrictions  imposed  by 
war-time  conditions,  there  have  been  no  great 
changes  in  the  district. 

The  district  is  fortunate  that  the 
people  in  the  condemned  houses  were  all  re- 
housed before  the  outbreak  of  war.  While  this 
is  so,  one  cannot  view  the  position  of  housing  in 
the  district  with  complacency. 

There  is  a great  deal  yet  to  be  done 
before  housing  conditions  in  the  Urban  District 
can  be  considered  satisfactory.

Diphtheria.  The  position  in  1939  as  regards  notifications  is 
much  the  same.  Three  fewer  cases  were  notified  in  1939  than  in  1938 

The  disease  was  not  of  a particularly  severe  type,  though  in  some 
cases  there  did  appear  to  be  some  delay  on  the  part  of  the  parents  in 
calling  in  the  medical  practitioner.
